The additions include 1,000 by the 
Electric Auto-Lite Company, mak- 
ing the working force at this plant 
now 5,200; Durea Company, hard- 
ware for automobiles, reopened with 
1,100 employees on the pay roll; the 
City Auto Stamping Company re- 
opened with 400 at work. Other 
plants added several hundred more. 

Officials of the Willys-Overland 
Company today announced that the 
firm is starting to increase produc- 
tion gradually. The Toledo plant of 
Willys-Overland is now employing 
6,800 workers. 

Ford Motor Company’s resumption 
of production will give impetus to 
operations of the Champion Spark 
Plug Company, Toledo. The com- 
pany will make 35,000 piugs for Ford 
alone.

For each sale which we made to 
a customer appearing with a card 
which bore his name, the barber re- 
ceived a previously agreed upon 
flat sum per car. We take care to 
pay such commissions honestly and 
promptly, as it is just as easy, or 
easier, to build bad will as good 
will; and we have found this sys- 
tem too profitable to risk losing it. 

To avoid possible confusion 
which might result from a prospect 
coming in search of a car which 
had already been sold, we endeavor 
always to ke-p our lists up to date 
by changing the sign strips as often 
as is necessary. Placing and con- 
tinually changing fifty signs such as 
these involves quite a bit of work, 
but we have found it eminently 
worth while. In the six months or 
so that our fifty signs have been in 


| existence we have sold througn them 


a total of 204 cars of all sorts, con- 
ditions, and prices—or an average of 
about four cars per sign. The signs. 
incidentally, cost us but little more 
than a dollar each in lots of fifty, 
so the investment seems to be jus- 
tified. 

Six months of operation is not 
long enough for us to have done 
much along these lines, but we ex- 
pect to keep constant track of the 
sales credited to each barber shop, 
and to withdraw ‘*h- signs from 
shops which do not make any sales 
within a reasonable leneth of time. 
Also, because we believe its sucvess 
warrants it, we plan soon to extund 
this sign system to include pool and 
billiard parlors, gymnasiums and 
clubs, and other places such as these 
where men congregate in any gyeat 
numbers.

EW YORK, Aug. 4.—After four 

consecutive weeks of steady 
climbing, the automotive stocks 
listed on the various exchanges in 
the last week declined slightly in 
sympathy with the market as a 
whole. Trading was exceedingly 
light. 

With a decided upturn in pro- 
duction operations in the industry 
due today, the motor stocks were 
more in favor in recent days than 
for many months. Hardly a market 
letter went out from Wall Street 
during the week just past that did 
not name one or more motor stocks 
in a favorakle light. 

Dow, Jones & Co. in its news 
bulletin service stated that all signs 
pointed to accumulation in Chrys- 
ler, and stated that “it is possible 
that some interests have been tak- 
ing on a line of the issue with the 
belief that a better motor market 
will develop within the next six 
Imonths.” 

This same service pointed out that 
Motor Products Corporation is “a 
Speculative favorite with Detroit 
brokers” and that “plants of Ray- 
bestos-Manhattan are reported to 
be operating near capacity.” 

General Motors was the most 
named stock during the past week, 
hundreds of market letters carrying 
discussions of its position. Other 
automotive shares mentioned in 
these letters were Briggs Manufac- 
turing, Goodyear Tire and Rubber, 
Yellow Truck and Coach, Stude- 
baker, Electric Auto-Lite and Chrys- 
ler. 

The automotive stocks hit a real 
snag late in the week when rumors 
were circulated that the Ford plants 
would not reopen today but a week 
jater than scheduled. Although un- 
official denial was issued from De- 
troit at once, this report caused 
heavy selling of motor shares, and 
josses in some cases were consider- 
able. It was this selling that caused 
the stocks to lose their gains of ear- 
lier in the week and to finish the 
week below last in average price. 

The average price of sixty repre- 
Sentative stocks at the end of the 
week was 28.83, a net loss of .76 of a 
point for the week, as against a 
gain of .06 of a point in the week 
preceding and 1.98 points in the 
week before that. The heaviest loss 
occurred among the passenger car 
stocks, although the decline in this 
group was only .99 of a point. 

Tobey & Kirk, member of the 
New York Stock Exchange, in re- 
viewing the general industrial situa- 
tion under date of August 1, has 
the following to say:— 

“Favorable opinions of United 
States Steel interests and of the 
Ford Motor, Studebaker Corpora- 
tion and other interests regarding 
the outlook; additions to working 
forces of some industrial plants; 
the state opposition of many im- 
portant business executives to a 
policy of wage reductions; the small 
stocks of many classes of goods on 
hand and the sustained necessity 
demands of consumers are all ele- 
ments in the situation which should 
inspire more confidence. Wheat 
prices have declined so far that sta- 
bilization levels must have been ap- 
proximately reached, or should be 
reached in reasonably near future.

The views of leaders in the job- 
bing business are not to be con- 
strued as a series of “sunshine 
statements” in any attempt to pre- 
gent what their hopes are; rather, 
they reflect a soundness based on 
economic factors of the trade. 

Jobbers here feel that out of the 
whole of the United States, this 
area has been hit hardest by 
more than usual seasonal recession 
jn trade activities in every branch 
of industry. This is true, these men 
point out, because this area repre- 
sents a concentration of units en- 
gaged directly or indirectly with the 
automotive industry. 

Because the automotive industry 
was the first to temper its output 
to enable consumption to more than 
equal production, the resultant de- 
clining curve rested heavily upon 
‘Toledo’s business life. However, the 
wisdom of the curtailed output, 


even though it has been productive | 


of diminished purchasing power, is 
beginning to show results. 

Jobbers admit frankly that busi- | 
ness is less than that for 1929. The 


total for the year will be less for 


most companies than that of last | 
However, with this decline in 


year. 
total business there also has been a 
tendency to reduce inventories to 
the least workable minimum, so 
that turnover ratios have been 
maintained. 

General trade in this area for the 
first seven months of this year has 
been in the form of necessities. 
Jobbers report their trade has been 
overshadowed by orders of this na- 
ture to the partial exclusion of the 
less necessary lines. Total volume 
reductions range from 10 to 25 per 


cent. under 1929. 
The note of current optimism is 
that business is showing greater 


vitality on the upward course than 
now characterizes this branch of the 
industry. Jobbers point out that 
while the rebound is usually more 
rapid than the automotive industry 
in general, this year’s trends indi- 
cate major strides within the next 
few months. The reasons for this 
brisk rebound are many. First in 
importance the resumption of 
productive activity in the automo- 
tive industry following brief vaca- 
tion periods. Next is the general 
tendency of industrial output to 
move upward with the increased 
demand for retail stocks. These im- 
provements in trade conditions are 
expected to boom fall trade into a 
level that will compare favorably 
with last year’s results.

Current assets as of June 30 
against current liabilities continued 
at a ratio of more than 10 to 1, 
reflecting the continued strong po- 
sition of the company. 

Sales during the first half ex- 
ceeded $21,000,000 and, while the 
showing of the company is slightly 
less than in 1929, it is approximately 
90 per cent. of that peak period. It 
is regarded as significant that earn- 
ings were maintained on such a 
normal basis in view of general 
business conditions. The report is 
particularly gratifying when com- 
pared to general conditions in the 
automotive industry.

“Few junk dealers are able to op- 
erate at a profit on a basis of scrap 
sale only, because an automobile, 
consisting of numerous steel alloys, 
cast iron and other metals, rubber, 
fabrics, etc., must be completely 
dismantled and the various materials 
carefully sorted according to mill 
specifications before it can be seld as 
scrap; and this dismantling process 
can only be undertaken profitably on 
a big scale. 

“Faced with these conditions, the 
Cleveland Automobile Manufactur- 
ers and Dealers Association investi- 

gated the scrapping concerns in 
Cleveland and selected the A. Shaw

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Industrial Applications of 


Are Welding 





B. S. Havens of ihe General 
Electric Company, 
N. Y., has written a paper on 
‘Some Industrial Applications of 
Are Welding,’ which the Auto- 
motive Daily News has arranged 
to present in serial form, together 
with illustrations. An_ install- 
ment is presented herewith. 





HE experimental stage has now 

passed, and metallic are welding 
has assumed its place among the 
Jeading methods of building con- 


struction. This statement is proved 
by the scores of structures—fac- 
tories. hotels. and bridges—all built 
in accordance with building codes 
adopted by various municipalities 
and including clauses’ permitting 
are welding. Metallic are welding 
makes available to the building in- 
dusiry several outstanding advant- 
ages. Because of these definite 
advantages. its use is rapidly in- 
creasing. 

Are welding permits the use of 
Jess meial to withstand a given 
stress. This means a saving in the 
cost of material. In a riveted 
building. larger sections are neces- 
Sary, because rivet holes are re- 
sponsible for a certain loss in 
strength. Gusset plates are not re- 
quired in a welded structure, since 
the members are directly connected 
to each other. Statistics show that 
favings in steel on particular jobs 
amount from 10 to 43 per cent. 
when arc welding is used in place 
of riveting. This wide variation is 
caused by the difference in design 
practice and construction employed 
in various structures and by various 
engineers. 


HEN structural steel is arc 

welded. there is no noisy rivet 
hammer. ever a source of annoy- 
ance. Several leading hotels have 
insisied that are welding be used 
when letting contracts for additions 
to their buildings. to insure against 
disturbance cf guests during the 
erection of the steel. 

In are welding structural steel, 
there are many opportunities for 
effecting savings in both the shop 
and the field. Where many similar 
trusses are required, jigs are used 
to advantage. It is then necessary 
only to place the steel in these jigs 
and then to weld it. There is no 
lining up of holes and no detailed 
Javing-out of the truss, once the 
jig has been set. In the field, a 
welder and his helper constitute a 
smaller and more efficient erecting 
crew than one consisting of a 
riveier, holder-on? bucker-up, passer 
and rivet boy.

Millions of milk cans and ice cream 
cans are used in the United States, 
and their number is probably ex- 
ceeded only by metal barrels and 
drums.

noted underground gasoline tanks,

The external appearance 
is likewise improved, and the ap- 
plication of insulation is facilitated 
to a marked degree, because of the 
smoothness of an arc-welded job.

hot-water systems. 

Oil refineries and natural-gaso- 
line plants utilize great numbers of 
arc-welded vacuum and_ pressure 
vessels—stills, condensers, coolers, 
heat exchangers, etc. Producers of 
oxygen, acetylene and hydrogen 
make use of many welded pressure 
vessels and they, as well as the oil 
refiners, look upon welded joints as 
a very practical means of reducing 
the hazards common to such plants. 

Longitudinal seams and circular 
seams in containers and pressure 
vessels are quickly and uniform!) 
welded by automatic welding heads 
and travel carriages, often used with 
automatic rolling devices and other 
special machines and fixtures as 
may be nceded.
